The Arctic is hot 

Not necessarily the temperature, although 
it’s getting warmer at an alarming rate. But 
with the world’s scientific attention focusing 
on global warming and its impact on the world, 
what is happening im the Arctic has become a 
worldwide concern. 

And that’s where the University of Alberta's 
Canadian Circumpolar Institute (CCI) comes 
in. 

Fittingly for a northern school, the CCI hasn't 
jumped on the global warming bandwagon, but 
it has been doing leading-edge research in the 
North for 50 years. 

The CCI is celebrating its 50th anniversary 
this year, and has capped off its year-long cel- 
ebration with “Polar Impact: Understanding 
change in the circumpolar worlds,” a free ex- 
hibit that is going on at the U of A’s Telus Cen- 
tre until Nov 20. The CCI was founded in 1960 
and was originally known as the Boreal Insti- 
tute, but was transformed into the Canadian 
Circumpolar Institute in 1990. With more than 
250 faculty and students currently engaged in 
research programs involving the North, and 
with an average of 60 graduate and undergrad- 
uate students funded annually through CCI's 
grants anid scholarships program, the CCI has 
developed into a world leader in Arctic and 
Antarctic research 

Anita Dey Nutall, associate director with the 
CCI, has done extensive research on the Ant 
arctic continent. Nutall has seen first hand at 
how climate change can affect the coldest re 





gions of Earth. “Change has always been hap 
pening.m the Arctic or the Antarctic, it's just 


that the pace of the change is so much more 
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accelerated than the past few 10-20 years,” 
Nutall says. 

The CCI's research reach goes beyond Cana- 
da, as the institute as done work with other cir- 
cumpolar nations such as Greenland and Nor 
way, whose ambassador visited the exhibit in 
its first week. The CCI Press just recently pub- 
lished its 100th volume this year and is looked 
to as one of the leaders in publishing academic 
publications that target polar-oriented audienc- 
es, The CCI has also produced some unique 
pieces of research equipment, most notably the 
€M Bird. It was developed by contributing U of 
A researcher Christian Hass and is one of only 
four of its kind. 

It looks similar to a missile or a rocket, but 
the EM Bird has a much less sinister purpose 
Instead, using electromagnetic waves, the de- 
vice is attached to the body of a helicopter, via 
a thick cable, to measure ice thickness in the 
Arctic. It's technology like this that has made 
the CCI famous with the other northern na- 
tions. 

“In terms of technology, the tools and equip- 
ment that we have now give us that access to 
that information, to make those connections 
which perhaps we couldn't make earlier on,” 
Nutall says 

It's not just research into ice and polar bears 
that has made the CCI well known. The insti- 
tute also helped define the boundaries of Nu 
havat 

Milton Freeman works with the CCI as one 
of its top researchers and was a major player in 
the creation of Canada’s third territory. Free- 
man lived and worked with more than 75 unilin- 
gual Inuit hunters in the Northwest Territories, 
examining their abilities to live off the harsh 
landscape Freeman was able to communicate 
to the Inuit through an Inuktitut-language 
typewriter, which currently sits on display at 
the U of A exhibit. Freeman's research helped 
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the federal government in terms of where to 
draw the territorial boundaries based on ani- 
mal population levels and geographical condi- 
tions. Freeman also spearheaded the Belchar 
Island Project: The project focuses on caribou 
and how their population levels have decreased 
due to the Inuit hunting. The smaller numbers 
in caribou resulted in an explosion of arctic 
lichen, a fungus-related plant that is the cari- 
bou's main food source, thus creating an imbal 
ance within nature. Freeman worked with the 
local hunters and trappers association in con 
vincing the federal government to send caribou 
to the region, restoring nature's balance, 

Nutall says while the CCI maintains its fo- 
cus on the Arctic regions and climate change,

it also seeks to link its effects to humanity and 
reminds us never to forget our own impact 

“It's all about what is the science going on 
and what impact is it making on understand 
ing what change is going on,” Nutall says. “But 
while there'is a lot of fantastic science going 
on here, we cannot ignore the human face of 
climate change." 

A free lecture, Facing Change: Challenges to 
human health in the North, will be held Nov. 4 
at 7 p.m. in the Telus Centre Auditorium. It is 
the second of a four-part series

The menu is for your choice of bev- 
erages. This is good news in that the 
food in those chafing dishes doesn't 
languish while everyone orders a la 
carte. And the choice is extensive 
enough that vegans, vegetarians and 
omnivores will emerge equally well 
fed 

Inaddition to the appetizer table, a 
tureen of legume soup and a variety 
of vegetable and grain salads, there 
were no less than 14 different items 
to sample, four of which were of the 
meat variety. Our most recent visit 
coincided with special arrangements 
for a large party of vegans, and the 
spread left nothing for anyone to 
complain about 

The room is large, open and at 
tractive, painted a warm saffron and 
tastefully adorned with Indian art 
and ornamentation, with the buffet 
tables ringing a big, central coffee 
bar.

The Alberta legislature awoke from 
its months-long slumber this past 





week, just long enough for the Tories 


to introduce a few half-assed bills 
before returning to hibernation. The 


PCs have learned that the less time 
the legislature sits, the less chance 
they have of getting into trouble, so 


sessions are very short 
The first week began, as legisla 


ture sessions traditionally do, very, 
very slowly. After a few weeks, it 


will ramp up to snail’s pace before 
becoming completely overcome with 
inertia and shutting down, to begin 
again sometime when the govern- 
ment feels like it, probably in the 
spring. Maybe. 

There was precious little to report 
in Week 1. About the only issue that 
aroused any controversy, however 


slight, was the final report of the 
boundaries commission, which re- 
drew the political map of Alberta to 
add four more entirely superfluous 
MLAs. Alberta needs four new MLAs 
the way Kenny Rogers needs more 
plastic surgery, but whatever, While 
the report was accepted, some MLAs 
asked the legislature to change their 
constituency names. Most notably, 
there was a request from MLA Kyle 
Fawcett from Calgary-North Hill to 
change the name of his constituen 
cy. (Fawcett rose from well-deserved 
obscurity to a few moments of ig: 
nominy when he Tweeted on elec- 
tion night that Calgary “made a BIG 
mistake” by electing its new mayor, 
Naheed Nenshi. They don’t call him 
‘Leaky’ Fawcett for nothing.) Fawcett 
has proposed that his constituency's 
name be changed from Calgary- 
North Hill to Calgary-Klein 

Initially, | thought this was an in- 
teresting, if offbeat, idea. Like every- 
one else, | appreciate the clean lines 
of Calvin Klein clothing, but naming 
a constituency in Alberta after an 
American designer seemed a little 
odd 

Then it dawned on me — he was 
talking about RALPH Klein. 

That's different. This, I don’t like. 

Why begrudge naming a constitu- 
ency after the man who was premier

of Alberta for 14 long, long years? 
Well, for perhaps the first time ever, | 
have to agree with NDP leader Brian 
Mason's assessment of Klein — he 
was a lousy premier. And, if I may

What is Klein's legacy? 

Well, he decimated our health-care 
system — the guy actually BLEW UP 
a hospital in Calgary — and left our 
roads and public buildings to rot, all 
inservice to paying down the debt.

It was my understanding aggressive 
panhandling doesn't fly in Edmon- 
ton. Anyone who spends any time 
actually walking our streets is famil- 
jar with the scene: two cops badger- 
ing an often-native for being in the 
wrong neighbourhood, one of them 
glaring at passersby with some mix 
of pride, warning and attempted dis- 
traction. 

And yet here we are at one of 
many predicted and terrible junc- 
tures in the Edmonton Arena Inva- 
sion, where an online survey by the 
city fails to have the balls to ask this 
simple, central question: “Should the 
Katz arena receive a single dollar in 
public funding?” Also completely 
ignored, of course: "Should the Katz 
Group be on the line for any of the 
massive infrastructure, policing, 
cleanup and other associated costs if 
the arena shifts downtown?” 

“If” is a word glaringly truant in 
the survey of 15 questions. It appears 
in exactly none of them. Instead, we 
are encouraged in our general be- 
lief in the importance of downtown 
revitalization, but even this “agree- 
disagree” slider cleverly brushes off 
the idea downtown has already been 
blooming and continues to do so 
with new housing on Jasper, public 
art, ubiquitous festivals and so on.

That 
is, in fact, one of the big things Katz 
is after in the first place, and 1 like

Oilers, then the NHL, then Wayne 
Gretzky and five Stanley Cups, not 
to mention countless world-class 
performers from Pavarotti to Spring 
steen, from Abba to Gaga.” Yet not 
only are arena-owner money-cen 
tralizing methods unproven to create 
new wealth in cities (also factor in 
taxpayer support and endless busi 
ness tax-break subsidies on things 
like skyboxes), but this argument 
has nothing to do with a city with an 
existing large-scale venue. An irre 
sponsibly misleading nothing 

Never mind the media, though

Body Scanners Exposed

I work as a consultant and am re 
quired to travel by air several times 
per week. recently began encounter 


| ing ithe new screening devices being 


installed at all airports. My question 
is, how do these things work? Have 
there been any long-term ‘health 
studies? I'm sure they are probably 
safe for casual travelers, but what 
about someone who flies much more 
frequently, like me? I already have 
200,000 miles and 130 flights this 
year. That's a lot of exposure.

I wouldn't worry about the health 
danger, for reasons we'll get to. The 
real risk is to your privacy. Remem: 
ber those “X-ray specs” once adver 
tised in comic books that supposedly 
would allow you to see people naked 
beneath their clothes? Well, the tech- 
nology has finally been perfected. At 
many airports, federal security per 
sonnel now get an intimate look at 
you every time you fly. 

Although the Transportation Secu 
rity Administration in the U.S, had 
been studying scanners for several 
years, things got more urgent after 
the Nigerian “underwear bomber” 
allegedly tried to blow up a transat- 
lantic flight bound for Detroit last 


| Christmas. Full-body scanners are in 





use in all major Canadian airports as 
well 

There are two types of full-body 
scanner: 

+ Backscatter scanners use low-lev- 
el X-rays to look under your clothes. 
Hidden items reflect some of the 
radiation and show up on a display. 
Your skin absorbs the rest 

+ Millimeter-wave scanners bounce 
low-energy radio waves off your 











body, producing more detailed im 
ages than backscatter technology. 

The two devices, which have been 
deployed in roughly equal numbers, 
use fundamentally different types of 
radiation. Millimeter-wave scanners 
use a type of microwave radiation 
— it's right next to police radar-gun 
emissions on the electromagnetic 
spectrum, Some fear, that  micro- 
waves can be dangerous — you'll re 
call those stories about microwaves 
from cell phones causing brain 
cancer. But further research hasn't 
borne out such fears, and the low 
power microwaves in a scanner are 
generally thought to be harmless. 

That's not true of backscatter tech: 
nology. The X-rays in these machines 
are a form of ionizing radiation — the 
kind emitted by nuclear weapons, 
which causes cancer in large doses 
The standard assumption is that 
even tiny amounts of ionizing radia- 
tion present some risk. But in this 
case it's slight. Under the worst-case 
scenario, one in 200 million back- 
scatter scans could trigger a fatal 
cancer. Frequent flyers are at much 
greater risk simply from exposure to 
cosmic rays while aloft — a scan ex 
poses you at most to 10 microrems 
of radiation, a high-altitude flight to 
several thousand. Nonetheless, the 
Inter-Agency Committee on Radia- 
tion Safety, which helps coordinate 
international policy, has recom- 
mended that children and pregnant 
women not be scanned. U.S. travel- 
lers have the option of instead going 
through a metal detector and then 
getting patted down by hand. 

Why take a chance with X-rays 
at all? Why not just use millimeter- 
wave scanners? The TSA dances 
around on this issue, but evidently in 
part the idea is to promote competi- 
tion among vendors. (The two types 
of machine are made by different 
companies.) 





Now to the question of privacy. 
Let's be blunt: a full-body scan 
means whenever you pass through 
airport security, you're going to have 
a total stranger look at you naked. 
Millimeter-wave scans in particular 
are luridly detailed. True, faces are 
purposely blurred, the scan inspec- 
tor is in a remote locked room, never 
sees you in person, and.isn't allowed 
to carry a cell phone with a camera, 
and the images are discarded im- 
mediately after inspection. But re- 
member we're dealing here with the 
TSA, the outfit whose agents made a 
nursing mother drink her own breast 
milk, mistook a Congressional Med- 
al of Honor for a ninja throwing star, 
and forced a woman to remove her 
nipple rings with pliers. In March 
of this year a British Aviation Au- 
thority employee got a harassment 
warning from police after he cap- 
tured an image of a female colleague 
passing through a full-body scanner 
at Heathrow airport. In May a TSA 
employee in Miami took a baton to 
a coworker who'd made fun of his 
genitalia after he passed through a 
scanner. 

You may think that's a small price 
to pay if it means bad guys can nev- 
er sneak weapons onto planes. But 
scans don't guarantee that. They 
can't detect items concealed in body 
cavities or by folds of flesh. 

“These technologies can be evaded 
relatively easily,” a radiation safety 
expert tells me. “It's a money-making 
invasion of privacy.” 

To date, full-body scans have met 
with little public outcry. Then again, 
the equipment is still being rolled 
out. A lot of people will encounter 
scanners for the first time during the 
upcorning holiday season. 

If you think airport security has 
been a barrel of laughs up till now, 
just wait,

This week, I'd like to expand upon 
my recent column regarding nutri- 
tion for diabetics. I would like to 
emphsize that this column is NOT 
intended to discourage you from fol- 
lowing your physician's advice. Rath 
er, it's an alternative option. 

Recently, I touched on the fact that 
the Canadian Diabetes Association, 
directed in part by medical doctors, 
recommends high allowances of car 
bohydrates for Type 2 diabetics. Car. 
bohydrates convert to glucose in the 
body, and high blood levels of glucose 
are problematic for Type 2 diabetics 
used Dr. Diana Schwarabein's con- 
cepts from her book The Schwarz 
bein Principle to substantiate much 
of my column. I was asked by one 
person if Dr. Schwarzbein’s methods 
are considered safe, since diabetes 
is-a’ serious ‘disease that ought not 
be taken lightly. I agree, and it's my 
strong belief that it may be unsafe 
for Type 2 diabetics to adhere to rec- 
ommendations as listed by the Cana 
dian Diabetes Association.

A New Take On A Classic

For someone who is one day away 
from opening a large scale produc 

tion of one of the most famous works 
of classical ballet, guest choreogra- 
pher for Alberta Ballet Kirk Peterson 
is surprisingly calm when he talks to 
me from Calgary. 

The work in question is The Sleep- 
ing Beauty, a truly classical dance 
piece, and this production is a Cana- 
dian premiere, one which Peterson 
describes as a culmination of fine 
tuning and a quintessential presenta- 
tion of his work. 

It's this idea of the importance 
of the classics in ballet that runs 
through much of our conversation. 
“The classics are the backbone of 
the repertoire,” Peterson tells me. 
“IF you don't maintain a relation- 
ship with the classics then you lose 
the connection to the basics. Classi- 
cal ballets in good form exercise the 
technique that we're trained in.” 
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This production of The Sleeping 
Beauty can truly be called a classic 
not just because audiences will see 
plenty of tutus and pas de deux, but 
because Peterson bases this work on 
the original St. Petersburg produc 
tion. “There's a line of descent from 
the 1890 production that 1 draw 
upon,” “This is closer to the 
original version that what audiences 
may be used to seeing.”

Fallout 3 
was a very open game, committed to 
letting you wander pretty much any:

There 
weren't too many impassable terrain 
features, and the enemy difficulty 
generally scaled with the player's 
level: head to a certain ruin at Level 
2 and you'll fight some mole rats; hit 
the same ruin at Level 12, and you'll 
find it infested instead with carnivo- 
rous mutant bears. 

New Vegas features some of the

closer to the classic RPG old school 
— a consequence, no doubt, of a de 
sign team leavened with veterans of 
the first two Wasteland-worshipping 
Fallout games. Your character can 
still wander where she likes, but 
won't find the Mojave quite as all-ac 
cess as the radioactive D.C. suburbs. 
Mountainous terrain channels her 
path, and she goes off-piste she won't 
encounter the same generously tai 
lored enemy selection: incredibly le 
thal giant wasps live where they live, 
whether or not your crummy little 
squirrel gun can crack their chitin 

In not shying away from classic 
RPG design — at its most base, the 
“grind on slimes before you fight 
the orcs” model — Fallout: New Ve- 
gas reintroduces a thrill that Fallout 
3 and publisher/developer Bethesda 
Softworks’ other dynamic-difficulty 
open-world RPGs had attenuated 
the thrill of transgression, the thrill 
of fighting or talking or terminal- 
hacking your way into a place you're 
not supposed to be. When it threw a 
Super Mutant Master and its posse 
of grody centaurs at my third-level 
character — and then let me win, 
even though I had to burn all my 
ammo and get addicted to five differ 
ent combat drugs to do it — it earned 
my heart just as its spiritual ancestor

“I'm thrilled that Jean Grand-Mai- 
tre asked me to do this because it’s 
a big endeavour,” Peterson goes on 
to say.

Given the current concern that

| audiences, I’m interested to find out 
why Kirk Peterson thinks people 
| keep coming back to the ballet. 
“Ballet is beautiful,” he tells me 
simply. “When done well it's great 
| theatre and entertaining, It can also

| you get over the intimidation of what 
is initially so foreign, you fall in love 
ith it.”

HEADING TO JAPAN FOR 
AWEEK LONG ROCK STINT

Getting booked to play showcases 
in Japan is an accomplishment any 
band should be proud of, let alone a 
band that’s only been taking music 
seriously for a few months. N.N.'s re 
cent transition from “drinking group 
that had a band problem,” to legiti- 
mate band, has the Edmonton rock- 
ers heading to the Land of the Rising 
Sun for a series of early November 
shows at Tokyo's Japan Music Week 

But first, there were plane tickets to 
buy. The situation called for a bit of 
creativity: drummer Antonio Ponce, 
along with guitarists David Leicht 
and Andres Calderon, bassist Alvaro 
Andres Anacona Zuleta and singer 
Carmelo Zumbo opted to solicit for 
donations before holding an epic se- 
nies of garage sales to help fund their 
travels, The mission was successful 

“That's where we made a lot of our 
money,” Ponce says. 

The undisputed business head of 
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N.N., Ponce also found a way to side 
step visa requirements by making 
sure the band would be earning no 
money during this trip. Putting the 
band's EP up for download on iTunes 
Japan in advance means there's no 
longer a need to bring merch, and 
the group plans to pass around cards 
containing information on where its 
music can be purchased 

N.N.'s 7-song EP This Is... N.N 
is half professional and clean, half 
fuzzed out and lo-fi. It's a result of 
mixing studio recordings with ones 
done at home by Leicht 

“One thing we all decided was that 
we needed to go and get something 
that was a tad more polished,” says 
Leicht, in reference to the songs. 
“Not everything can be lo-fi and 
sound disgusting,

That state is crucial to the film as 
it evokes the half-conscious realm 
of the sick, or those near death, like 
the main character, Uncle Boonmee, 
who is dying of kidney failure.
